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If Council Works for Glory 
Its Glory Should Be Great 



A four-page letter of excellet content has come along- 
from a well-posted resident and the purport of it is that 
Council should be regarded only as a legislative and admin- 
istrative body and that all of its time is needed for such 
duties. Tt is also pointed out that over and above the reg- 
ular meetings, many extra hours are necessary for munici- 
pal chores of which "the citizenry knows little or nothing" 
and all of it on a gratuitous basis. 

That those elected to Council serve without cash- 
emolument is, of course, well-known, but the fact of itself 
must not be allowed to preclude comment or suggestion, as 
the standards of voluntary stewardship are of a far differ- 
ent and more advanced sort than is the case when men are 
doing something for price. Also it is at least the American 
theory that all those who serve the people in the top posts 
of public life should accept such tasks at a loss to them- 
selves, as the stipends which they receive are deliberately 
fixed on a basis which is meager compared to what their 
value is supposed to be in the open market. Proof of this 
lies in what the Nation pays its diplomatic ag-ents, its Cabi- 
net members, members of both Houses of Congress, etc. 
Inevitably, as a result of politics, some are paid a great deal 
more than they are worth, to the disadvantage of the peo- 
ple, but none is supposed to get more than his mere living 
and that only because he has been deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of earning it in a private capacity.

The story I have to write is not.

Perhaps I should start at the 
beginning. Yesterday a friend and I 
were scheduled to move to another 
apartment.
